1  came  to  'he  hut  of  my  feythor  by  night, 
Ami  tumid  ull  deserted — in  ruins. 

I  cried  aloud,  oh!  f'eyther,  where  ore  ye. 

And  echo  responded:    Istlmt  you  l'at  O'Laro. 

I  went  I  few  weeks  ago  lo  Newport  and 
Covington  on  iv  short  visit.  While  ram- 
bling  around  old  land-marks  would  come  uj» 
in  memory,  but  very  few  were  lo  be  found. 

I  looked  in  vain  lor  any  part  of  the  "Es- 
planade" that  used  to  be  in  front  of  New- 
port, along  and  over  which,  in  boyish  days, 
with  jolly  steps,  I  took  my  evening  walks. — 
How  few,  how  very  few,  of  the  young  com- 
panions of  those  happy  days  now  live.  The 
Esplanade,  as  called  upon  the  map  of  the 
town,  was  all  the  land  that  lay  between  the 
lots  and  the  Ohio  river,  extending  from  the 
Barracks  up  to  York  street.  In  front  ot  my 
lather's  house,  which  is  on  the  second  lot 
above  Columbia  street,  when  I  lirst  remember 
the  distance  from  the  side-walk  to  the  top  of 
the  river  bank  was  from  seventy  to  one  hun- 
dred yards.  Now  there  is  barely  room  for  a 
carnage  to  pass.  Oue  might  have  some  cu. 
riosity  to  know  what  has  caused  the  bank  to 
cave  in  and  pass  away  in  so  short  a  period 
on  such  a  water-course  as  the  Ohio.  It  may 
be  the  fogies  who  live  in  the  town  have  not 
noticed  the  cause.  If  they  have  they  have 
been  much  in  their  own  light  that  they  did 
not  take  means  to  stop  it.

•  The  Esplanade  to  remain  a  common  for 
ilic  use  of  the  town  forever,"  as  noted  on  the 
map,  were  the  words  that  gave  rise  to  the 
dispute. 

One  thing  is  certain,  while  they  were  dis- 
puting over  the  legal  meaningof  those  words, 
the  Cincinnatians  were  extending  the  front 
of  their  city  by  filling  out  into  the  river,  and 
continued  doing  so  until  they  have  gained  on 
their  side  about  as  much  land  as  the  people 
Sf  N'ewport  have  lost  from  theirs. 

At  the  lime  when  I  first  remember  the 
width  of  the  ground  from  the  side-walk  to 
(he  edge  of  the  bank,  the  low  water-markka 
the  Cincinnati  side  was  near  about  on  a  line 
■with  the  front  of  the.  row  of  buildings  above 
i  he  mouth  of  Broadway,  aud  ran  about  the 
center  of  the  city's  wharf  to  the  foot  of  Main 
street. 

There  was  but  a  narrow  street  between 
where  the  Spencer  House  is  and  the  top  of 
(he  hank. 

An  interesting  question  is  presented  on  the 
facts  suggested.  By  the  ordinance  of  1787 
and  compact  with  Virginia,  the  Kentucky 
State  boundary  extended  to  the  low  water- 
mark on  the  northwest  side  of  the  river.  If 
ihat  low  water-mark  wat  on  a  line  with  the 
•  enter  of  (he  present  Cincinnati  wharf,  hag 
the  filling  out  into  the  river  by  the  Cincinna- 
tiaa'fl  so  as  to  make  the  low  water-mark  one 
hundred  yards  farther  ou5  from  their  city  thau 
it  was  when  Kentucky  vas  established  as  a 
s.aie,  changed  the  boundary  «>f  Kentucky 
or  taken  from  her  jur.sdiction  the  made 
ground.  ,  It  will  be  perceived  the  question  is 
one  of  vast  importance  as  touching  the  juris- 
diction of  the  two  States— Kentucky  and 
Ohio— as  well  as  to  tit  question  of  who 
owns  the  made  land,  »nd  will  some  day 
have  to  be  settled  by  tie  courts.  Indeed, 
there  is  a  suit  now  peiUiug  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  United  Sates  at  Frankfort, 
which  involves  the  question  of  right  to  part 
of  the  wharf. 

An  enterprising  persot  6ome  years  ago  laid 
a  Kentucky  land  warrant  on  aomclifty  acres 
•of  the  wharf,  obtained  s  grant  from  theCom- 
monucalth,  and  is  prosecuting  his  claim  to 
the  possession  under  that  title. 

I  express  no  opinior  on  the  subject  of 
right,  as  I  am  like  eomiof  the  slippery  pol 
iticians  of  the  present  diy,  on  the  fence,  aud 
don't  know  which  side  may  make  me  the 
strongest  arguments  in  tli*  shape  of  the 
'  'pewterroctuvts. 

It  won't  commit  me  tosay  that  Newport 
and  Covington  have  been  exceedingly  remiss 
in  duty  to  their  citizens,  19  suffer  them  to  be 
injured  to  the  extent  they  have  been,  by  the 
projection  of  the  wharves  ou  the  Cincinnati 
side  into  the  river. 

We  heard  some  speculations  by  some  an 
ledclnvians  as  to  how  Sycamore  trees  came 
to  be  under  the  ground  where  the  bridge  pil- 
lar has  bees  built  on  the  Cincinnati  side 
They  attribute  the  thing  to  some  cause  occur- 
ring before  the  flood. 

The  truth  is,  when  the  low  water-mark  ex 
tended  to  about  the  center  of  the  present 
wharf,  men  who  followed  catching  drill  logs 
would  float  to  the  ahore  sycamore  trees  that 
had  been  laying  on  the  banks  of  the  river 
until  they  become  dry  enough  to  float,  and 
as  soon  as  they  became  well  soaked  they 
would  sink  to  the  bottom. 

In  that  way  the  logs  got  to  the  places 
where  found,  and  they  were  covered  over  by 
the  filling  out  of  dirt  by  those  who  mated 
more  land  on  the  Cincinnati  side. 

If  something  is  not  done  to  put  a  stop  to 
filling  up  the  channel  on  the  Ohio  side,  the 
whole  fronts  of  Newport  and  Covington  will 
be  destroyed.  It  would  take  an  immense 
sum  of  money  to  repair  the  mischief  already 
done. 


Tut  Fsamkvom  Yeoman  in  lbo'J. — In  the 
Yeoman  of  May  24,  1859,  we  find  the  follow- 
ing editorial,  which  we  take  the  liberty  of 
re-producing  entire,  and  of  oapitaliling  one 
sentence :

We  are  aware  that 
it  is  much  easier  to  ask  questons  thau  to 
answer  them ;  but  as  we  have  only  asked 
one  to  his  two,  we  claim  that  we  are  entitled 
to  an  answer,  especially  as  we  so  promptly 
responded  to  those  put  to  us.  We  have 
no  idea  that  our  friend  intended  to  "preter- 
mit" a  response  to  our  question,  and  must 
believe  that  it  was  but  the  result  of  an  over- 
sight. We  therefore  beg  leave  respectfully 
to  call  our  friend's  attention  again  to  the 
interrogatory,  and  ask  a  response  thereto. 
We  deem  it  neccseary  in  order  to  know  his 
exact  position  upon  the  subject  in  its  most 
material  bearing.  The  interrogatory  we  re- 
fer to  we  now  quote  from  our  former  article 
It  is  in  these  word:

Letter  from  Nicholas 

Editors  of  the  Commonwealth: 

Carlisle,  August  28th,  I860. 
Yesterday  was  a  glorious  day  for  the 
Union  party  in  Kentucky.  Early  in  the 
morning  the  unterrified,  in  solid  phalanx, 
marched  into  town,  expecting  to  see  Tim 
Cravens  demolish  and  render  extinct  the 
name  of  Van  Winkle.
